Claims are rejected un ;er 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 3-1 13725. 
Applicant's attention is drawn to fig 5 showing an optical pick up comprising: a plate 
13/15 provided with photo detectors 11, a plurality of through holes formed on the plate 
13a and 13b, an optical bench 15/45, wherein in fig 5 show? the use of an adhesive 
16a, 16b, 46b/46c formed in the hole in order to maintain a gap between the plate and 
the bench as illustrated in fig 5 meeting the claimed invention. 

With respect to the limitations of claims 3 and 5 see holes 13a and 13b having a circular 
shape. 

With respect to the limitation J, claim 4 see fig 5 having an adhesive injected froma top 
position with respect to the hole in order to maintain a gap between the plate and the 
bench.
